frc>  of  Monmouth.”  Boethius  takes  oc- 
cafion,  in  this  work,  t©  inform  his  rea¬ 
ders,  that  he  was  fingiilarly  addided  to 
the  ftudy  of  natural  hiltoiy,  and  much 
delighted  with  fuch  phylical  curiofitics 
as  were  molt  extraordinary  and  furpri- 
zing.  His  correfpondents,  he  alTures  us, 
were  pcrfons  of  eminent  learning  in  feve- 
ral  parts  of  the  nation ;  among  whom 
was  Edward  Bilhopof  Orkney,  who  fur- 
nilbed  him  with  a  faithful  account  of  the 
healthy  and  vigorous  conliitution  of  thofc 
iflcb.  I’hc  reft  did  not,  a!l  of  them  at 
lead,  deal  fo  fairly  by  liim,  feveral  of 
them  liaving  moll  certainly  impofed 
upon  his  good  nature  and  eafy  faith. 

“  'Tis  .1  terrible  dory  (continues  Bi- 
fhop  Nicholfon),  which  Sir  Duncan 
Campbell  told  him  of  the  monllrous 
goffe-f  oted  Otter  of  Loch  Garloil, 
whf,h  Itrijck  down  great  oaks  with  its 
fteer,  and  yet  the  filhermcn  cfcaped  its 
fury  by  climbing  into  trees.  The  fea 
monks  at  the  1  fie  of  Hal's,  and  James  Ogil- 
by’s  wild  men  of  Norway,  who  could 
pull  up  the  tailed  fir  with  as  much  eafe 
as  an  ordinary  body  can  root  up  a  turnij), 
arc  proper  companions  for  Ihefc  ;  and 
the  credibility  of  the  three  parallel  dories 
mud  red  upon  the  reporters.  But  the 
author  himfeif  is  only  amwerable  for  the 
account  which  (^moiiglt  others)  he  gives 
'  us  of  the  Clakis  or  Barnacle,  which  he 
affirms  upon  his  own  word  ;  fince  what 
he  pretends  to  have  frequently  obferved 
of  a  perfect  bird,  feathers  and  all,  being 
formed  in  thefe  lliells,  is  extremely  dif¬ 
ferent  from  whaf  the  naturalifts  of  our 
days  have  taught  from  as  nice  and  credi¬ 
ble  experiments.  He  is  more  authentic 
in  what  he  reports  of  the  Gudards,  or 
Budards,  as  Einglilbmen  call  them,  in  the 
county  of  Merle,  ahd  the  falinon  at 
Aberdeen  ;  aiid  above  all,  he  is  to  be  ap¬ 
plauded  for  what  he  hints  of  the  Purple 
Filb,  reckoning  it  among  the  Concha  in* 
torta>  This  ihews  that  he  rightly  under- 
Itood  Bede,  v  ho  has  lomewhat  to  the 
fame  piirpofc  ;  and  that  Mr  Cole’s  difeo- 
very  of  this  very  filb  ought  not  be  rec¬ 
koned  among  fuch  as  had  not  formerly 
been  publilhed  by  any  author.  does 
not  appear  to  have  been  quite  fo  happy 
in  the  ufe  he  made  of  the  lame  ancient 
hiitorian,  and  fome  others,  in  matters  of

“  Whether  Love  or  Hatred  it  ihc 
Strongell  Paflion  V* 

Mr  President, 

The  paflion s  of  mankind  have  fo  rned 
a  favourite  topic  of  controNr?r(V 
among  the  moll  celebrated  geniufes  ni'  u? 
nations  and  ages.  In  the  literary  Wvi. )  !, 
as  in  the  heart  of  man,  they  have  c'>c 
been  jarring,  and  triumphed  by  tan-, 
according  to  the  different  lituations,  at  i 
litics,  or  national  prejudices  of  the  coc  • 
tending  parties. 

The  ancient  Grecians,  and  their 
querors  the  Romans,  held  the  love' 
their  country  as  fuperior  to  all  other  p^f 
lions  poflclfing  the  hearts  of  their  b’  -th 
ren.  MahomeL  the  founder  of  the  ■  i  • 
gion  of  the  Eaft,  fenfible  of  the  reigal  1 
paflion  of  thefe  nations,  makes  the  ^ 
bappinefs  of  his  deceafed  heroes  in  o- 
radife  confift  in  the  enjoyment  of  cer:a?'^ 
black-eyed  girls,  whofe  beauty  and  vii  ^  na 
ty  fliould  be  in  perfect  prefervation  to 
eternity.  That  w’hich  diftinguilbes  -  ^ 
footy  inhabitants  of  the  burning  fanes 
Africa,  and  impervious  wildernefl'eii  /* 
America  (and  which  feems  greatly  to  fa¬ 
vour  the  caufe  of  the  advocates  for  ir. 
tred),  is  revenge  ;  whicli  two  pafl'  i  ^ 
are,  I  conceive,  nearly  the  fame,  as  whc' 
revenge  is^  hatred  mult  certainly  I  n 
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been  its  harbinger.  The  e’egancc  of 
manners,  confequent  upon  the  cultiva¬ 
tion  of  the  polite  fcienccs,  has  induced 
the  foft  God  of  Love  to  fix  his  empire  in 
the  bofom  of  the  polilhcd  fons  of  Europa. 

This  paliion  undoubtedly  was  the  firft 
of  any  implanted  in  the  human  bread, 
ft  originated  with  the  happy  pair  in  the 
amarynthine  bowers  of  the  Garden  of 
IDden,  and  was  the  only  confolation  they 
r.njoyed  after  thtir  unhappy  cxpulfion 
from  that  date  of  innocence  and  perpe- 
iial  delight.  Hatred,  the  daughter  of 
envy  (chief  attribute  of  demons),  it  is 
t'*ue,  infinuated  herfclf  into  the  creation 
tjiortly  after,  and  has  ever  lince 
'.ued  to  occupy  no  finall  apartment  in 
Me  heart  of  man  :  But  unlefs  we  are  lb 
uncharitable,  as  to  luppofe  tlie  w’orld,  in 
5:?neral,  inhabited  by  demi-devils,  the 
V- ftcr  pafiion  mud,  unquedionably, 
.iumph. 

If  it  was  required  to  fupport  the  fupe- 
liority  of  love  to  all  other  paflions,  by 
examples  drawn  from  antiquity,  I  could 
quote  them  from  almod  every  page  of 
li  e  hi  dory  of  mankind  ;  but  as  this  is  a 
qiiedion  upon  which  a  great  number  are 
.  ipshle  of  judging  from  experience,  I 
d’.all  decline  that  talk  as  unnecellary,  and 
c  >rhne  myfclf  chiefly  to  arguments, 
which,  I  am  contident,  the  majority  of 
uiV  auditors  may  trace  as  exiding  in  their 
L  vn  bread. — The  love  of  the  Fair  Sex  ip, 
(>■’  all  other  fj.ecies,  the  mod  violent, 
v’hen  it  once  gets  polTcflion  of  the  heart, 
u  hatever  palfions  of  an  oppofilc  nature 
nay  have  been  refldent  there,  are  in¬ 
i'  m.tly  expelled,  forced  to  lefign  all  their 
i  ftuence,  and  acknowledge  it  as  fu* 

’^  •eme.  And  I  dare  boKily  venture  to 
' !  y ,  there  is  fcarcely  an  individual  ol  ei- 
i  er  fex,  which  has  not,  at  fume  period 
Tif  their  life,  experienced  the  influence  of 
■c  Blind  Arclier.  If  happily  the  fair 
'  ‘.jsvfl:  of  our  attachment  ihould  meet 
‘  lir  addrefles  with  an  equal  ardour,  the 
hie  of  pleafurc  that  flows  in  upon  the 
‘  jJ  is  indefcribible.  But  the  character 
i' om  which  the  mod  incontedible  proofs 
*  1  love’s  fuperiortty  can  be  drawm,  is  the 
ur  fjccefsful  lover  ;  he,  of  all  beings  un¬ 
der  heaven,  is  the  mod  unhappy  :  Re- 
pofe  becomes  a  drangcr  to  his  pillow, — 
the  rofes  of  content  wither  in  his  bread, 
— and  where  they  flouriflicd,  now  rankle 
tCe  tormenting  thorns  of  dcfpair.  The 
b  oom  of  health  forfakes  his  cheek, — the 
ifli  of  good* humour  vanillieft  from  his 
vye,— and  he  ftalks  a  melancholy  fhadc 


of  his  former  fclf.  The  juice  of  the 
grape,  and  the  charms  of  convivial  north. 
Item  to  give  him  relief:  But  even  tliere 
love  reigns  with  defpolic  fway.  At  every 
circling  toad  Angelka  darts  from  his 
tongue,  and  wounds  him  deeper  in  every 
amorous  fong.  The  fweets  of  retire¬ 
ment,  and  the  amufement  of  bocks,  drve 
but  to  increafe  his  didemper- the 
flowery  meads,  umbrageous  ihades,  and 
the  murmurs  of  the  limpid  di  earn,  fill  hia 
foul  with  dreams  of  the  elyflum  he  might 
have  enjoyed,  had  his  fair  tormentor 
proved  kind;  and  his  reflcdioiis  (if  he 
can  refled)  upon  the  beautiful  fentirnents 
of  an  elegant  author  ccafe  to  plcafe,  be- 
c  uife  uncommunicated  to  lur  he  adores. 
Id  fliort,  wherevtr  he  goes,  wfiatevcr  hj 
does,  rail'es  his  delires  to  a  more  cxdied 
pitch,  and  increafes  liis  tmtiirc'-',  tiP, 
grown  no  longer  fupportable,  iie  cc 
miis  fome  frantic  at^tion,  ivlii.di  <  .cn 
terminates  in  the  dedrnclion  I.di’i  <.f 
himfelf  and  the  obied  ('f  his  aflcc'tionr. 
Of  this  vi’c  have  a  rcmarkalile  rr)n linn  i- 
tion  in  a  recent  indance  wiiich  happened 
in  London^-,  and  which,  I  prcfnrriC, 
every  one  knows  tlie  partieniars. 

In  all  nations,  particni.r.  !y  t.'iofe  of  an- 
tiquity  (as  1  nieationed  t ),  tiie  avior 
patriot  or  Icve  ot  your  country,  lus 
flione  with  peculiar  liillie  aim>ng  ihe  lid 
of  paflTions  influencing^  the  condn.q  of 
mankind.  Many  author.^  upon  •  i?,  fnb- 
jed  have  contended  for  its  reignino:  Idle 
monarch  in  the  heart  il  has  once  entered. 
And,  indeed,  the  exainpleii  which  lb  fre¬ 
quently  occur,  of  the  alinolt  fuper-hiinian 
adiotis  which  have  been  puformed  by 
mea  aduated  by  this  principle,  tend 
greatly  to  liipport  their  opinion.  Under¬ 
mined  by  llic  machinations  of  envy, 
which  always  follows  diHinguinied  me¬ 
rit,  the  braved  heroes  have  ouen  hern 
fiibjeded  to  the*  moll  ungrateful  returns 
for  fcrviccs  rendered  to  their  coinilrv  ; 
which  has  kindled  in  their  bofoms  a  inod 
violent  temporary  hatred,  and  fpinrcd 
them  on  to  attempt  tjking  dreiilful  ven¬ 
geance  on  them  they  have  fo  lately  fer. 
ved.  But  love  having,  by  degrees,  rtlu- 
med  his  authority,  has  tempted  them  to 
abandon  their  cnterprizci,  even  when 
they  had  the  faired  profped  of  a  fiicccfs- 
fol  iflbe.

To  conclude,  Sir,  love  nerves  the  arm 
of  the  wan  ior — fire?  the  breaft  of  the  pa- 
tii)t — infpires  the  pen  of  the  poet— melts 
the  heart  of  the  tyrant— civilizes  the  fa- 
vage — and  is  the  fecret  Ipnng  from  which 
every  n'*hle  aiftion  that  graces  the  annals 
of.  mankind  derives  its  origin  ;  and 
towt  r.'j  as  far  above  the  degrading  pafTion 
o\  hatred,  as  a  Plato  or  a  Socrates  does 
above  a  barbaioiis  indian  running  wild 
in  the  foictls  of  America.

I  AM  n('  fricni!  to  rea  Vtu^r  either  in  the 
pulpit  or  the  Pantheon  more  than  yonr- 
feU,  Sir; — yet  had  I  been  prefent  at  lafl 
nu'eting,  when  that  quedion  was  difeuf- 
I'ed,  1  would  ccitainly  have  fupported  the 
caule  of  thofc  clergymen  who  read  their 
liifcoijrfes,  not  from  a  principle  of  /azi- 
but  merely  frona  a  n.ccaknefs  of  me- 
inctry,  Tor  my  own  part,  Sir,  the  fiib- 
je(^l  of  the  prefent  debate  is  fo  copious, 
that  I  might  as  well  attempt  to  preach  be¬ 
fore  his  Majefty^s  Comminioner,  as  to  de¬ 
liver  my  fentiments  upon  it,  before  this 
genteel  audience,  without  reading, 

I  lliaii  therefore,  without  further  apo¬ 
logy,  read  what  has  occurred  to  me  on 
this  fnbje(ff,  fairly  and  ooenly,  after  the 
^xainple  of  the  great  Dr  Fordyce  ;  whofc 
andouren  fuch  gccafions  I  would  hum- 


bly  recommend  to  the  imitation  of  thof^ 
/mupi^Hng  oratois,  who  flily  endea¬ 

vour  to  palm  their  read  fermons  on  their 
hearers  ^ov extempore  preaching. 

The  queftion  before  us,  Mr  Prefident, 
might,  in  my  opinion,  have  been  as  well 
dated  negatively  ; — “  Is  the  Church  of 
Scotland  jaltifiabie  in  ufing  as  a  part 
of  her  difcipline  the  Stool  of  Repen¬ 
tance  For,  in  fact,  I  believe  there  are 
as  many  pariflies  in  S:otland  who  don’t 
uJe  it,  as  there  are  wiio  do.  Fortunately 
fxir  the  batchelorsof  this  good  town,  that 
part  of  her  difcipline  has  long  fallen  into 
defuetude  here.  Were  it  ftridtly  enfor¬ 
ced,  Sir,  I  fear  the  Cutty  Stool  would  be 
the  mofl  crowded  feat  in  the  church  every 
Sunday,  inllead  of  Handing  empty,  as  vjt 
fee  it  in  all  the  churches  of  thisc.itv,  ex- 
cept  the  Tolbooth  church,  where,  I  am 
told,  it  draws  a  very  high  rent. 

M*»ch  may  be  faid,  and  as  much  has 
been  faid,  Sir,  in  vindication  of  this  relax¬ 
ation  of  our  church  difcipline.  The  Re¬ 
pentance  Stool  has  been  reprefented  as  a 
rtdick  of  Popery,  a  piece  of  fuperditious 
|)enance,  a  limb  of  the  IVhore  of  Babylon^ 
an  engine  of  cccleliaftical  tyranny  ;  nay, 
what  is  ferioufly  word  of  all,  Sir,  as  hav¬ 
ing  been  the  foie  cauie  oi  many  a  child- 
murder. 

This  lad  argument,  wliich,  in  my  opi¬ 
nion,  is  the  drongelt  that  can  be  urged 
againd  this  p'^Et  of  our  church  difcipline* 
is  more  plaidible  than  folid.  The  bell  in- 
ditntions  may  be  prodmfiive  of  bad  con- 
fequeiu  es  in  particular  cafes  ;  but  in  ge¬ 
neral,  I  bciievc  I  may  fafely  alllrm,  that 
not  one  woman  of  a  hundied,  who  have 
been  driven  to  fiich  a  piece  of  derpcraiion, 
ever  committed  this  cruel  deed  merely 
from  the  dread  of  the  Repentance  Stool. 
Maternal  ad'eAion  is  fo  deeply  rooted  in 
every  female  bread,  Sir,  that  it  m.ull  re¬ 
quire  much  dron^'cr  motives  to  extirpate  it 
than  the  mere  ihame  of  ftaiuling  before  a 
congregation  for  three  Sundays.  Can  a 
woman  forget  her  fnekmg  child,  that  die 
Ihould  not  have  compadion  on  the  fon  of 
her  womb?”  is  a  qntdion  put  by  the  Al¬ 
mighty  Searcher  rf  hearts  himfeif.  It  is 
a  qneltion,  Sir,  which,  I  am  pt  rfiiaded, 
could  never,  in  any  indance,  have  been 
anfwerctl  in  the  afbrmative,  had  not  a 
dread  of  thecruelty  of  their  relations,  and 
the  dill  greater  cruelty  of  their  f^ife- 
hearted  lovers,  driven  ibme  unfortunate 
lemales  to  a  date  of  diPiraidion.  "I  he 
cruelty  of  fex,  I  fay,  Sir,  in  flighting 
the  girlsthey  have  ruined,  and  wdiom  tiicy 
gught  in  judige  to  have  married,  tocelhe: 
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wUli  the  treatment  which  fiich  nn- 

fortiinate  females  generally  meet  with 
from  their  friends,  has  contrii^uted  much 
more  to  the  murder  ot  natural  chihlren, 
than  the  fliame  of  luting  on  tlic  Black 
Stool.  As  a  proof  of  this,  Sir,  I  need 
only  all^.  Whether  this  crime  is  not  as  fre- 
q\iently  committed  ?7o^uf  that  our  church 
difeipline  is  lo  greatly  relaxed  in  this  re- 
l|)c<5t,  as  formerly  when  it  was  enforced 
with  thegreateft  rigour?  I  have  great  lea- 
fon  to  think  it  is  more  fo,  Sir  ;  for  in 
former  times  the  dread  of  death  was  nmre 
than  a  counterbalance  to  the  tear  of  the 
Repentance  Stool  ;  whereas  now,  by  an 
unaccountable  relaxation  of  the  t/t//,  as 
well  as  the  ecclelialfical  power,  the  fear 
ot  a  capital  puni'^iment  operate*  alinoft 
as  little  as  that  of  the  Cvitty  Stool.  'I'o 
the  immortal  hon^nir  of  our  tv'o  latf  So- 
verei\rr..»,  Oeo,  1.  and  II.  it  is  rccoroed, 
that  they  never  'uidt'.ncd  any  muv-^h*rer 
whatfoever  ;  wherea-,  in  the  preuiit 
reign,  clnld'mnrc^tr  has  not  only  been  re¬ 
peatedly  pardoned  when  the  criminal  was 
found  guilty;  bur  the  majority  ('f  thole 
who  are  indivfted  for  that  crime  arc  per¬ 
mitted  to  ifcape  wi’Iiout  a  inal.  When 
a  woman  is  irulitted  f.'r  child-murder 
now-a-days,  Ibe  has  nothing  to  do  hut  to 
petition  foe  binilh.ment:  7'he  A^lvoeatc 
detune  c<)nrent‘^^,  and  the  Court  is  f.ived 
the  rronhle  of  a  trial.  1  would  not  pre- 
tciul  t<'  propf'ecy,  Mr  Piclidcn,  b/nt  I 
wiih  this  p'ra.l'licc  may  not  he  productive 
of  more  <r»'erul  coiiieciUences  than  ever 
the  Black  Stcud  was  in  the  world. 

Witli  re  ard  to  Cue  aceufariou  of  itsbe- 
inga  relick  (d*  Popery,  Mr  PrefidciU,  it  is 
neither  a  jud  nor  a  fair  aia  unieui.

Stool:  hut  to  this  I  would  reply  in  the 
Roman  atlage,  Flat  jufiitiaj  mat  calum  : 
“  Let  juftice  be  done,  and  let  heaven 
take  care  of  the  confequence/*  If  we 
may  judge  of  the  future  by  the  paft  expc' 
rience  of  our  church,  Sir,  many,  even  of 
the  great  and  noble  would  Aibmit ;  and 
as  for  thofe  that  would  not,  the  w'orft 
would  be,  the  lofs  of  a  few  members, 
whofe  practice  evidenced  them  to  he 
unworthy  our  communion.  If  you  again 
reply  that  the  lofs  of  fo  many  rich  members 
w^ould  be  detrimental  to  the  funds  ot  the 
church,  I  recur  to  my  former  argument, 
that  thib  ale  of  indulgence  Sy 

and  therefore  favours  much  more  of  P.i- 
pciy  than  the  Black  Stot  l  itfelt.  If  the 
fundsef  aChrldian  church  area  matter  of 
more  iroportancr  than  the  morality  of  iis 
members,  then,  by  all  means,  let  moucy 
be  the  main  object.  Sir.  L  't  an  overture 
be  brought  In  before  next  General  Ai- 
ftmbly  to  revive  and  e’taolifli  the  laws  of 
Q^iicen  Joan  of  Naples,  autborilirg 
public  ftews,  and  ordaining  the  prie/fefs  of 
each  of  thefe  temples  of  Venus  to  take  out 
a  licence,  not  under  loob  per  avnum^  to 
be  paid  per  advance,  one  half  ordy  to  go 
to  the  fupp(»rt  of  ine  chinch.  I.ei  the 
other,  by  all  means,  go  to  tf'^'t  of  tnc  Rate, 
in  order  to  pi  (cure  Lord  North’s  afl’ent, 
when  the  bill  cemes  before  the  H;)ule  of 
Ci*mmons,  who,  I’m  perfuaded,  r^ould 
be  as  unanimous  in  pafling  it,  as  they 
were  lately  in  throwing  out  the  good  Bi* 
Ihop  ot  Llandafl’s  divorce  hill.  This 
would  be  literally  brin»:ing  good  out  of 
tuily  Sir  ;  making  pr  'in^at:  •vices  public  be^ 
nefits  ; — and  would  not  only  draw  much 
more  money  to  the  church,  but  w'ould  be 
the  moft  effedual  way  of  fning  every  fen- 
fual  (inner,  in  exa^t  proportion  to  the 
number  of  his  tranfgrefiions :  Whereas, 
upon  the  prefent  irregular  and  partial  plan 
of  fpjling  indulgences,  thofe  who  tranf- 
grefs  the  laws  of  chafiity  mojl  generally 
cfcape,  while  thofe  who  perhaps  never 
made  a  faux  pas  above  once  in  their  lives, 
muft  either  (tand  on  the  Stool,  or  fatisfy 
the  Kirk  Treafurer.  Let  our  church 
rulers  confiftently,  Mr  Ftcfiricnt  ;  let 
them  either  cftahlini  a  free  trade  in  the 
merchandife  of  Cupid’s  commodities,  or 
put  an  entire  flop  to  jmuggling  altoge¬ 
ther.  To  fpeak  feriouny,  Sir,  I  have  al¬ 
ways  thought  it  a  difgracc  to  our  ecclefi- 
aftical  laws,  that  thofe  who  increafe  the 


number  of  his  Majefty^s  fubje(5l9  in  a  na^ 
tural  way,  (as  it  is  called)  ihould  be  fub- 
je(fled  to  the  derifion  of  a  parifii,  or  the 
extortion  of .1  kirk  treafurer  ;  while  thofe, 
who,  by  plunging  ten  degrees  deeper  in  the 
flough  of  fcnfuality,  often  occahon  the  di- 
rcifl  contrary  confequence,  efcape  with¬ 
out  ary  mark  of  dilapprobation,  civil  or 
tcckliahical. 

I  here  is  but  one  other  material  argu¬ 
ment  adduced  by  my  opponents,  Mr  Pre- 
fident,  and  I  muft  own  it  is  a  weighty  one. 
It  has  been  pled,  and,  I  believe,  with  too 
much  truth,  Sir,  that  the  difcipline  of  the 
Repentance  Stool,  when  rigoroufly  exac¬ 
ted  from  a  fair  penitent,  increafes  the  evil 
it  was  intci  ded  to  remedy,  by  not  only 
nibbijig  off  any  remains  of  that  natural 
modtfty  which  is  the  chief  ornameiit,  as 
w’ell  as  guardian,  of  female  chaflity  ;  but 
which  is,  if  poffd^le,  hill  worfe,  by  hold¬ 
ing  forth  the  unfortunate  fair  one  as  pro¬ 
per  prey  to  every  fernfualifl:  in  the  congre- 
To  this  argument,  Mr  Prefident, 

1  flirill  chearfully  allow  its  full  force  ;  but 
all  the  inference  that  can  jiiflly  be  drawn 
from  it  is,  that  the  fair  offenders  fhould 
be  excu fed  from  the  public  difcipline  of 
the  Cutty  Stool ;  but  as  no  fuch  bad  con- 
feqiienccs  can  be  dreaded  from  a  public 
exhibition  of  the  culprits  of  our  fex^  Sir,  I 
am  clearly  of  opinion  that  they  fhcuiil 
be  Rill  fubjerfled  to  this  difcipline,  uiiicJ's 
they  comply  wdth  the  law  of  Philadel¬ 
phia  ;  which,  if  it  were  univerfally  efta- 
bhflied  all  over  Britain,  w'ould  be  much 
foi  the  benefit  of  both  fexes,  and  would 
efi'eflually  fuperfede  the  ufe  of  the  cutty- 
ftool  altogether. 

Such  as  have  read  the  celebrated  Abbe 
RaynaVs  Hiftory  of  America,  Sir,  will  be 
at  no  lofs  to  recoiled  the  lalutary  law  I 
allude  to.  For  the  benefit  of  thofe  who 
who  may  not  have  feen  that  wmrk,  I  (hall 
mention  it  particularly.  In  deferibing 
the  police  of  the  province  of  Philadelphia, 
the  benevolent  Abbe,  after  paying  feve- 
ral  juft  encomiums  to  their  laws  in  gene¬ 
ral,  as  well  as  to  Sir  William  Penn,  their 
founder,  in  particular,  mentions  it  as  one 
of  the  wifeft  of  their  inflitutions,  that 
every  young  fellow  w'ho  gets  a  young 
girl  with  child,  is  obliged,  by  exprek  fta- 
tiite,  to  marry  her,  wuthuut  benefit  of 
clergy,  let  their  ftation  in  life  be  what  it 
will.  In  confiquence  of  this  wife  regu¬ 
lation,  moft  of  the  young  gentlemen  in 
the  province,  as  foon  as  they  arrive  at  the 
age  of  puberty,  marry  and  fettle  early  in 
life;  well  knowing  the  rifk  they  run  of 
worfe  confequcnces  if  they  do  not.-^ 
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fThofe  who  do  olherwife,  and  truft  to 
their  prudence  in  rcfifting  the  force  oF 
beauty’s  temptations,  are  foon  caugnt 
♦  i  by  this  matrimonial  ftatutey  and  obliged 
t'j  many  their  mittrefies.  By  thfi'e 
I  •>.  he  adds,  there  is  neither  a  baf 

f  tard^  a  beggar^  nor  an  old  batchelor^ — a!i 
I  cld  niaid^  nor  a  common  proftltute  to  be 
^  found  in  the  whole  province, 
j  Now,  Mr  Ptcfident,  let  all  the  oopo* 
i  r.ents  of  the  cutty  (tool,  here  and  every 
I  where  elfe,  join  i*'  an  unanimous  petuion 
f.  to  both  luHilei'  of  Parliament,  for  the  de- 
^  molition  of  the  black  Itool,  and  the  e(fa- 
1  bliihment  of  this  falutaiy  law  in  us  (lead, 
and  I  promife  you,  1  fliall  heartiis  fub- 
*  feribe  along  with  them,  and  give  my 
chearful  vote  againft  tlie  creepy.  But  till 
fome  fuch  falutary  regulation  is  enaded, 
Sir,  I  can  neither  fpeak  nor  vote  for  the 
total  abolifltment  of  the  ftool  ;  which, 
like  our  penal  laws  againft  the  Catholics, 
Sir,  is  the  only  trifling  barrier  we  have 
\  left  to  defend  U9  againft  the  inroads  of 
'  immorality.  As  the  Bdhop  of  Llandatf 
’  faid  of  his  divorce  bill :  “  Jt  is  by  no 
means  my  expectation  to  eradicate  totally 
an  evil  of  fo  confirmed  a  kind, — but  if 
the  cutty-ftool  contributes  to  (lop  the 
growing  milchief,  and  to  produce  ordy  a 
partial  curcy  it  is  not  without  its  advan¬ 
tages.*’  The  neceflity  of  preferving  this 
piece  of  church' difeipline  in  its  fulleft 
force  is  the  greater  now,  that  the  Bi- 
?  fiiop’s  well-meant  attempt  is  defeated. — 
If  it  were  duly  and  impartially  admini- 
ftered  without  refpeCl  of  perfons,  to  thofe 
in  high  as  well  as  in  lo^iv  life^  I  am  per- 
fiuded  it  would  do  more  to  banifli  adul¬ 
tery,  than  even  the  Bifliop’s  bill  itfelf 
would  have  done,  had  it  pafTed. 

I  hope,  therefore,  all  who  now  hear 
me  will  chearfully  join  me  in  voting,  that 
the  church  of  Scotland  is,  in  many  refpeCts 
juftijiable  in  ufing  the  ftool  of  repentance 
as  a  part  of  her  difcipiiiie.

Descrip  rioN  of  the  Island  of  Jersey  . 

JERSEY  is  tw’clve  mi!er.  in  length,  fix 
in  breadth,  and  about  twenty  iVven 
in  circumference.  It  i.s  twenty  miles 
foiith  by  eaft  from  Guernfey,  fourteen 
from  the  French  coalt,  and  feventy-two 
from  the  Engliib. 

It  is  defended  by  rock"?  and  quick- 
ftnds,  which  render  the  i^avigatron  of  it 
Jau^ercus.  On  the  nur.li  hde,  the  clip's 


are  fo  lofty,  Ihtt  their  tops  are  forty  or 
firty  fatlioms  perpendicular  from  the  lea, 
which  renders  it  maccrffihlc  that  way  ; 
but  on  the  lonth  it  u  a  nu,A  level  with 
the  water.  Ttie  weft  part  jf  the  ifland 
wa''  aiice  very  g«)o«l  land  ;  irut  it  is  now 
Iv-come  a  defart,  from  the  winds  throw- 
intr  up  faiid  rom  he  bottom  to  the  lop 
ot  t[i'-  ni^  It  c  iifis.  S  me  pUcts  of  the 
higheft  lauvis  l.avc  fi?ie  Iwcft  mould, 
wh’lc  others  .uc  gritty  or  giavvhy,  roeky 
or  Itony.  The  lower  part*^  have  a  rich, 
heavy,  deep  ioil.  Tlie  midland  part  is 
fmicwhai  mountainous,  but  fo  thick 
planted  with  ...  'ge  rows  and  orchards, 
that  at  a  diflaiicr  they  look  like  one  con¬ 
tinued  torelt.  i  le  vallics  uiicler  the  hills 
arc  finely  watered  with  brooks  lint  turn 
foity  corn-mills  befides  fu  iing-rniils. 

The  cattle  and  (Iieep  arc  frnall,  but 
thefe  lad  produc<'  fine  w  >  .!,  and  their 
flefh  is  fvveet,  which  is  a  c'.bed  to  the 
(hortnefs  of  the  grafs.  Tire  ..••ifes,  as  in 
Guernfey,  are  only  proper  for  the  plough 
and  cart. 

Their  only  game  is  in  hares  and  rab¬ 
bits:  But  the  ifland  produces  all  man¬ 
ner  of  trees,  rootf,  and  luib  ;  as  alfo 
corn,  but  not  enough  for  the  inhabitants, 
which  perhaps  may  be  owing  to  the  great 
application  of  the  people  to  the  flocking 
manufadure,  to  the  increafe  of  trade  and 
navigation,  to  the  great  culture  of  cyder, 
and  to  the  multiplying  of  hedge- row’s, 
and  higli-ways.  Their  fields  are  gene¬ 
rally  inclofed  by  great  mounds  of  earth, 
from  fix  to  eight  and  ten  feet  high,  and 
proportionably  thick, planted  with  quick- 
fets,  timber  trect,  and  many  of  them 
faced  with  ftonc. 

In  Tome  years  they  make  24,000  liog- 
flieads  of  cyder,  and  yet  they  export 
but  little,  (or  which  reafon,  and  the 
cheapnefs  of  wine  and  brandy,  they  have 
little  need  of  malt-liquors.  Tlicy  n.aiuire 
the  land  with  fia- wreck  in  the  w'inter, 
and  in  the  fuminer  ufe  it  for  fuel,  the 
afhes  of  which  are  very  good  to  iiufirovc 
the  land,  for  which  purpofe  tr.cy  Itrew 
it  over  the  grccn-fweid.  ‘Tnough  the 
whole  ifland  as  it  were  (Uie  entire 
rock,  yet  there  is  fcarce  a  heufe  but 
what  has  a  fpiing  bubbling  near  it  ;  one 
of  which  has  a  purging  (giality,  found 
out  by  Dr  Charlton.  Their  butter  and 
honey  are  1^>  got'd,  that  they  bear  (our 
times  the  price  of  wh.at  are  brought  from 
France.

Laz'iriia  was  the  only  daughter  of  a 
gentleman  of  an  indet  en(ient  fortune, 
near  the  city  of  York,  but  withal  fo  very 
purfc-proiul,  that  he  only  valued  a  man 
according  to  the  wealth  he  fuppofed  hint 
pidfelfw'd  (if.  He  had,  however,  a  foible 
to  be  met  with  forue  imtb  in  men  of  his 
difpofitions;  natnely,  upon  fome  occati- 
ons  to  give  entertainin^nts  at  his  h  nfe, 
to  thofe  whom  he  confuiered  as  bus  ir^te- 
rio'S,  merely  front  a  principle  of  vanity; 
Such  a  dirpofition,  however,  was  (uit  of 
the  quehion  when  a  match  for  his  daugh¬ 
ter  was  under  eojifideration,  who  being 
a  very  amiable  lady,  or  an  engaging  tem¬ 
per,  poin  ifed  of  ti>r  Innate  graces  of  the 
Vci,  XL'\ 
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heart,  and  having  great  expe^lations^ 
had  a  crowd  of  admirers  — Hut  tt»e  fr- 
quel  will  fhow  that  Ihc  thought  difl'erent- 
ly  from  her  father. 

Hcrutio  was  a  young  gentleman  of  very 
accomp]  died  parts  ;  but  was  tte  younger 
brtdhcr  of  a  numerous,  though  a  molt 
reipedtable  family.  It  is  the  VuHom  of 
thus  kingdom,  when  the  eft  ite  is  Herita¬ 
ble,  to  give  fequentit  alnuilf  all  to  the 
eldcft  hr  ther,  and  to  lesve  nie  rett  to 
fiiift  lor  tlumlelvts  wi  h  a  very  Hcooler 
allowance,  thoiun  tfu  y  Tonu  times  (t  i 
life  the  worils  of  the  pro  erb)  prove 
“  better  gentlemen.”  Siuli  wa  .lora- 
tio’s  litnation.  But  having  an  inclination 
to  the  IT  ilitary  leivii-e,  the  life  he  put  hia 
patrimony  to  was  the  putchafing  a  com- 
mifllon  in  a  m.nchirg  rigiment.  Being 
on  a  recruiting  party,  he  happeficd  to 
pafs  part  of  a  fiimmer  fealbn  in  il.e  neigh¬ 
bourhood  ot  where  Lavinia  llvrd,  and 
being  of  an  engaging  addrefs,  became  ac¬ 
quainted  wi’h  her  fit  her,  who,  from  tlie 
principle  mentioned  above,  am!  aifo,  from 
liaving  been  an  old  aci]n:untance  (d  Lii« 
fathers,  frecjiiently  invited  him  to  hia 
houfe. — The  refult,  fiowever,  oi  this  in- 
tercourfe  was  the  moft  tender  aflViftion 
between  Iloiatio  am!  i/?vinia.  J.ove  af- 
fiirs  arc  fihtorn  lone  fenet  'j'lie  f'ht 
gei't’erruiip  on  receiving  the  inforniation, 
thcHU’tit  himlelf  highly  allVoiUed  ;  he 
therefore  diiectllr  fonrid  mcan  'i  t(^  let  i 
Horatio  know  that  tiis  company  v  as  n(» 
more  accep'alile  at  his  houfe,  charging 
his  iliugliter,  at  tfie  fame  time,  never  more 
to  tiiiidi  o'  fuch  an  all  Hr,  on  p.iin  ot  in¬ 
curring  his  hichcll  refcntmint.  Mafer*» 
between  tlie  Invrr^  were,  it  feems,  gone 
t(H)  tar  before  this  attempt  to  finttiate 
them  took  place,  as  it  ^qip  a-ed  that  La- 
vinia  was  at  all  events  d.  ter ir died  to  ful¬ 
fil  her  engagenunf^  to  Iloratic,  notwirh- 
ftanding  her  father’s  nppoii:" *n.-  Mhedul 
fo  ;  but  was  not  again  (o  let  foot  withirt 
her  fat  tier’s  lunulc  ;  and  he,  being  natu¬ 
rally  a  very  pallionate  man.  was  fo  min  ft 
irritated  at  this  a(5t  of  his  dauglder’s  dif- 
obeditnc'-j  that  he  I  wore  he  wouid  i.ever 
forgive  her.  Her  hurhanufoon.’:fter,in  enu- 
fecpience  of  a  vacancy  happening,  by  f'lic 
intiueiice  of  an  uncle,  uha  was  a  member 
of  the  Hoiti'e  ol  Commons,  and  had  fume 
inteicfl  with  the  minider,  war,  piomo'ed 
to  the  raiik  of  major,  bv  wliich  he  wa'« 
able  to  inpport  tiis  cleared  ,hfaviit»a  equal 
to  the  ftaiio'n  in  wt.icti  the  was  brought 
up.  I'he  father  Oi  i  reinairied  innex'l>!e, 
and  alfo  received  into  his  favuur  her  bro-' 
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thcr,  wl:.om  he  was  formerly  upon  the 
poi-.tt  of  (lifuiheritiiig  ;  he  biing  Inch  a 
i'pendtliril't,  that  he  had  l»im  rlifferent 
times  to  rc'ievc  from  prifon  for  debt. 

About  tliree  years  heiicf ,  being  at  the 
cle^lion  of  a  mnnher  lor  the  county,  he 
was,  on  his  return  home,  thrown  from 
his  horfe,  by  which  he  was  mo't  mile- 
i.ibly  bruifed.  The  accident  happening 
II.  dr  his  own  houfc,  the  fervant  who  at- 
tcihted  him  immediately  alarmed  the  fa¬ 
mily,  and  he  v;as,  by  their  a.Oilfance,  car- 
licil  home.  A  phyucian  was  dircdly 
called,  who,  examming  the  fymptoms, 
pronounced  thnii  mortal.  The  near 
piolpedt  ot  death  feldom  fails  to  alarm 
the  mod  obdurate.  His  rafli  oath  had  now' 
a  driking  cd'ed  upon  him,  and  he  ordered 
an  .  xprefs  to  be  lent  to  his  daughter  and 
fon-indaw.  ITnluckily  the  regiment  had 
luaiclicd  from  its  b'rmer  dedination,  and 
the  melfengcr  returned  wiili  the  intelli- 
geiice.  On  hearing  this  he  beca^^e  fran¬ 
tic, — ordered  another  exnrefs  ; — calling 
out,  tiiat  he  certainly  would  be  eternally 
lod,  except  he  was  to  fee  his  daughter, 
and  forgive  her  ;  as  he  could  not  have  the 
edV  ntery  lo  alk  God  Almighty  to  pardon 
his  hns,  who,  he  w'as  fuie  indeed,  would 
never  forgive  him,  who  had  adted  in  fo 
unchridian  a  manner  to  his  own  of?- 
fpriiig, — The  cnijfr'juences  of  hisbruife 
prevailed,  and  he  died  in  fuch  fliccking 
agonicvS  of  tlefpalr,  as  to  terrify  every 
perfon  who  was  then  prelent,  before  Idis 
daughter  and  fi»n  in-law  could  reach  Ids 
heufe.

Portraits  of  f.ur  Original  Cha¬ 
racters.

SIR, 

HAVE  frequently  obferved  in  your 
Mifcellany  charaders  ot  living  oddd- 
ties;  will  you  indulge  me  with  giv-ng 
a  caricature  of  four  defumft  oddities, 
who  were,  peihiq;S,  as  icinaikaMe,  and 
fngaced  the  attentiim  of  the  puldic  in 
their  time  as  much  as  any  odd  ciiaradei 
iiow’  living. 

I  lhall  begin  with  IWbh.  I'his 

ecntleman  peregrinated  on  foot  tt)Rofne 
(after  crofiing  the  channel},  and  returned 
in  the  <'ame  mrnner.  He  was  a  man  of 
an  rafv  fortune,  and  lived  up  to  it  ;  but 
in  a  vei  y  extraordinary  way.  lie  wms  a 
B')'!  I'ivant,  though  he  was  lui tiler  an 
Epicure  nor  a  Bacchanalian. 


He  refided  at  Windfor,  and  every  day 
of  his  life  walked  to  tuwm  without  2 
w'aiftcoat  or  great  coat,  attended  by  two 
fervants,  to  whom  he  never  allowed  any 
livery  w'aiftc  ats,  nor  did  they  dare  ap¬ 
pear  in  any  before  him.  He  would  fre¬ 
quently  renaain  at  White’s  gaming-houfe 
piaving  at  whilt,  his  fervants  conitantly 
waiting  for  him,  without  allowing  them 
any  dinner,  or  even  rtfrelhme’ t,  till  three 
or  four  in  the  morning  5  he  would  him- 
felf  teed  upon  raifins  and  almonds.  Not 
fatisfied  with  his  firft  itinerant  tour  to 
Italy,  he  returned  a  fecond  time  in  the 
fame  manner,  in  order  to  afeertain  the 
precife  line  of  his  journey,  wdiich  may  be 
found  in  feveral  maps  ;  but  paiTing  over 
the  Alps,  he  was  (truck  with  what  the 
French  call  un  coup  de  Soleil,  the  rays  of 
the  fun  being  fo  intenfe,  that  they  literal¬ 
ly  addled  his  brain,  and  he  fell  a  martyr 
to  his  perfeverance  in  walking  over  Eu¬ 
rope. 

Jack  Spencer  was  another  extraordi¬ 
nary  and  very  eccentric  genius.  He  was 
father  of  the  prefent  lord  Spencer,  and 
nephew  to  the  late  celciirated  Duchefs  of 
Marlborough, and  her  particular  favourite, 
infomiich  that  (lie  left  him  the  bulk  of 
her  fortune.  Probably  a  coincidence  in 
their  character  and  difpofition  was  no 
fmall  recommendation  in  Jack’s  favour 
to  her  Grace’s  patronage.  The  w'orlii 
knows  that  (he  w'as  not  of  the  rnfift  ah- 
(temious  difpofiiion  with  regard  to  the 
male  fex.  Beau  Nadi,  and  many  others, 
have  been  fpoken  of  upon  this  occafion. 
With  regard  to  Jack,  he  confidercd  the 
whole  female  world  (that  were  cfime- 
aiabk)  as  his  own  feraglio,  and  indeed 
occadonally  dropped  his  handkerciiiet  to 
moll  of  them.  But  his  caprice  in  arrioni5 
was  not  greater  than  his  whim  in  ditdSc 
He  almod  conftantly  wore  a  (hort  frork 
coat,  a  very  larj^e  bat,  a  round  icra^ch 
wig,  the  collar  of  his  Ihirt  hanging  over 
his  waidcoat  collar,  aiui  both  over  his 
coat  collar  ;  a  plain  diir?,  noth  the  verA\- 
bands  tut  ning  up;  and  in  his  liand  h<t 
a! wavs  carried  what  he  called  a  large 
oaken  towel.  He  fell  a  martyr,  not  tra¬ 
velling  over  the  Alps,  but  to  the  rites  of 
Venus  and.  Bacclius,  in  the  purlieus  o: 
Covent- garden. 

Midd’eton  was  a  third  very  ex- 
traneoii*  being.  He  was  a  fine  tall  hacd- 
fome  m.tn  ;  poHeired  of  a  gentcv-l  for¬ 
tune  ;  but  being  one  night  at  Arthur’s, 
and  having  a  run  of  ill  luck,  he  lolt  aboih: 
a  thoufand  guineas  at  play.  He 
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was  greatly  chagrined  ;  and  the  late  Lord 
Montford  rallying  him  upon  it,  alkt'd 
him,  jocularly,  in  the  gaming  phralc, 
What  would  he,  or  what  would  he  not 
do  to  get  home  “  By  God,  my  Lord, 
fiid  he,  preferibe  your  own  tunifi/’ 
Why,  returned  Lord  Montford,  I  don’t 
know  a  gnaler  mortiheation  to  you, 
than  to  compel  you  tt)  drefs  (iire<ftly  op- 
polite  to  all  fi^.ihion  for  ten  yeara  ;  wi!l 
you  agree  tv*  it  for  a  llioulan  !  gninca:j 
I  will,  my  Lord.’’  Whig  Middh  ton 
received  the  niojjev  down  upon  the  nail, 
and  pocketed  the  ahVont.  Bat  what  wa^ 
far  more  extraordinary,  and  the  leall  ex¬ 
pected,  he,  to  the  great  afxoniiliment  of 
all  aequair.rance,  \Vhii{  being  at  that 
time  oneofthe  greattli  Macaronies  of  the 
day,  tuUillcd  his  engjgement,  and  nine 
a eai  i  afterw'ards  died  in  the  moft  uiva- 
fln’onable  ftate  inuiginable  ;  that  is,  he 
did  not  owe  one  fare  In ng  to  a  ti  adefman; 
left  fome  debts  of  honour  unattended  to; 
and  his  coat  and  wig  were  of  the  cut  of 
the  reign  of  queen  Anne.  Lord  Mont- 
foid,  it  is  laid,  died  in  a  very  di/Lrcnt, 
but  extremely  fafliionable  manner. 

Lor^  Carteret  (to  complete  the  parti 
qnai  1 1)  was  the  fon  of  one  ot  the  great  eft 
Ifatefmen  our  country  ever  produced. 
Lord  Granville  was  pronounced  by  th.e 
late  Lord  Chefte' tield  as  the  mod  accom- 
plllhed  niinifter  this  nation  ever  wa.s  blef- 
fed  witii  :  his  lofs  was  indeed  almoll  ir¬ 
reparable  :  every  court  in  Europe  kr  pt  ^ 
Jealojis  eye  upon  him,  and  iic  was  at  once 
the  envy  and  jcalouiy  of  every  preiku  r 
that  took  upon  him  that  title.  V\'alpu!e 
trembled  at  him,  and  Pel  ham  couacil 
him  with  fuch  abjed  alTiduity,  that  old 
George  once  allied  him,  iT the  Pdhaia 
bit  was  not  worn  by  himfelf.  His  fun 
was  of  a  very  oppoQte  charaiier:  he  nei¬ 
ther  ftndied  the  intere.'ls  of  princes  or  iiis 
own;  h'S  chief  Itudy  was  to  keep  w'tiiin 
the  verge  of  the  court  for  fevera!  y^Mrs, 
and  a!tcrwards  to  fix  his  lelidence  at

cotnpanied  him  upon  his  travels  and 
honric  again,  and  it  is  faid  crept  into  onr 
peerage.  With  regard  to  her  bulk,  and 
the  variety  of  her  amours,  flie  was  truly 
peerltfi^  and  his  LoruCup  in  bis  drefs  was 
the  lame.  lie  was  liie  only  noblenr.an 
who  then  united  a  momiiing  fword  and 
a  Scratch  wig;  perhaps  fome  realons,  and 
cogent  ones,  might  be  adigiied  for  vvesr- 
ing,  if  a  ^y,  a  m.ourning  I'word  ;  and  it  is 
Well  known  he  owed  his  JL'e^ruquisr  many 
f'eOre  coundi-s  and  that  ue  vvuuUi  truft

is  inflided  Repeated  experien-*e  Ihew- 
td  the  emptinel*  of  this  method  of  aven¬ 
ging  injuries  ;  a  method  which  plunges 
a  man  in  guilt,  without  procuring  him 
any  gratification.  This  horrid  pra6ice, 
accordingly,  had  not  a  long  course. 
Confvience  and  humaidty  exerted  their 
lawful  authority,  and  put  an  end  to  it. 
Such,  in  many  inflances,  is  the  coiirfe  of 
Pi  ovidence.  It  exerts  benevolent  wif- 
dom  in  fiich  a  manner  as  to  bring  good 
out  of  evil.  The  crime  of  poifoning  is 
iVarce  within  the  reach  of  the  magitlrate  ; 
but  .1  remeily  is  provided  in  the  very  na- 
lare  of  its  caufe :  for,  as  obferved,  rc- 
\enge  is  never  gratified,  unlefsit  be  mace 
pnovvri  to  »l:e  offender,  that  hc»is  puniili- 
«d  bv  the  pciTon  injured.  To  finiili  my 
ft  flections  on  this  fnbjeCt  :  Dutding, 
which  came  in  the  lalt  place,  was  fiip- 
]x)rted  by  a  notion  of  honour  5  and  tlie 
ifill  lubtilting  propenliiy  to  revenge  blin¬ 
ded  men  h>  much,  as  to  m  ke  them  IVe 
but  obfeurdy,  that  the  practice  is  incon- 
fflent  with  Cviufcieiice  and  humanity.’^

If  any  bugs  fhould  happen  to  appear 
after  once  ufing  it,  it  wdll  only  be  lor 
want  of  well  wetting  the  lacing,  Ziz.  id 
the  bed,  or  the  folding  of  the  linens  or 
curtains  near  the  rings,  or  the  joint  s  and 
holes  in  and  about  tlie  bed  or  head- 
board,  wherein  the  bugs  and  nits  ntlllc 
and  breed  ;  and  then  their  being  wetted 
all  ag^iin  with  more  of  the  fame  mixture, 
w'hich  dries  in  as  fall  as  you  ufe  it,  poni- 
ing  fome  c  f  it  into  the  joints  and  holes 
where  the  brufh  or  fpunge  car  not  rench, 
wfill  never  tail  abfolutely  to  defiioy  ihtrn 
all.  Some  beds  that  have  much  wood¬ 
work  can  hardly  be  thoroughly  cle^ncil 
without  being  nrft  taken  down  ;  brd

author  next  takes  a  view  of  the 
X  policy  and  legiflation  tftabliflied  by 
the  barbarians  on  their  fettlement  in  the 
provinces  of  the  Roman  empire,  fince 
known  by  the  name  ot  the  feudal  fyftcm. 
He  oblerves  that  this  mode  of  govern¬ 
ment,  with  all  its  imperfections,  and  the 
diforders  to  which  it  gave  birth,  was  not 
id  dcbafing  to  humanity  as  the  uniform 
prefTure  of  Roman  defpotifm.  But  this 
remark  feems  applicable  only  to  the 
Jwperior  orders  in  the  Hate  ;  for  under 
the  feudal  government,  the  common  peo¬ 
ple  were  conlidcred  in  no  other  light  than 
as  Haves. 

The  third  Letter  recites  the  trr.nfac- 
tioBs  of  Europe,  trom  the  fettlement  of 
the  northern  nations  to  the  time*  ot  Charle¬ 
magne,  the  period  when  modern  hilfory 
begins  to  afl'nine  its  importance.  The 
firit  country  mentioned  in  this  detail  is 
France  ;  wdiich  is  fucceeded  by  that  of 
Spain,  Italy,  and  the  empire  of  Conllan- 
tinople. 

I'he  f(uirth  letter  is  employed  in  the 
hiftory  of  Britain,  from  the  time  it  was 
deferU'd  by  the  Romans,  to  the  end  of 
the  Saxon  heptarchy  ;  and  the  tifth  de- 
feribes  the  government,  laws,  and  man¬ 
ners  of  ttie  Saxons  in  Britain.  The  fixth 
treats  of  the  reign  of  Charlemagne  ;  and 
the  fevenlh,  of  the  empire  of  this  mo¬ 
narch,  and  the  church,  from  the  acceHion 
of  Lewis  the  Debonair,  to  the  death  of 
Charles  the  Bald.  Hardly  any  part  of 
hiftory  aflbrds  a  more  ftrikin?  example 
than  rtiis  period,  of  the  fudden  elevation 
and  difmemberment  of  a  prodigious  em¬ 
pire  ;  the  former  in  confequence  of  the 
extiaordinary  talents  of  a  prince,  and 
the  latter  of  the  wcaknefs  of  his  fucceffor. 

The  eighth  Letter  recounts  the  hidory 
of  the  Normans  and  Danes,  before  the  r 
fettlement  in  France  and  England  ;  the 
ninth  traces  the  hiftory  of  England,  from 
the  end  of  the  Saxon  heptarchy,  to  the 
death  of  Alfred  the  Great ;  the  tenth  is 
cmpicyed  on  the  empire  cf  Charkmague

the  Bald,  to  the  death  of  Lewis  IV.  wlicu  I 

the  i.nperial  dignitv  was  tranflated  born  / 
the  French  lo  tne  Germ.:as  ;  the  eleventh 
deduces  the  hi  dory  of  the  German  em-  \ 
pire,  from  the  eleCti  » t  of  C  )iiradc  I.  to  i'i 
the  death  of  Henry  the  Fowler:  the  i 
twelfth  treats  of  France,  f’'om  t'^e  uilie-  ^  ; 
ment  of  the  Normans,  to  the  extinction 
of  the  Carlovingian  race;  and  he  tliir- 
teenth  continues  the  mllory  <>f  the  Ger-  it 
man  empire  and  its  dependencies,  Rome,  - 
and  the  Italian  dates,  under  Otho  I  hr 
Great,  and  his  fucccHbrs  oi  t.ie  lu>ure  of 
Saxony.  This  prince,  defervedly  llilea 
the  Great,  was  the  mod  powerful  empe- 
lor  Hncc  Charlemagne,  and  re-united 
I'aly  to  the  imperitil  domiroons  ;  but, 

I.kc  the  monarch  laft  mentioned,  he  pro- 
pagatt  d  religion  by  the  force  of  arms. — 

The  throne  of  Otho  was  fuccelhvely  oc¬ 
cupied  by  his  fon  and  grandfon  of  the 
fame  name  ;  the  latter  of  wdiom  is  Paid  to 
have  been  poifoned  by  a  pair  of  gloves 
feiit  him  by  Crefeentius’s  widow,  vviiom 
be  had  debauched  under  a  promife  of 
marriage.

“  'Lhe  ri^’hi  of  fuccclliou  belonged  to 
Charles,  Duke  of  J^orraiuc,  uncle  to 
l.l'wlb  V.  but  the  condition  of  vallal  of 
tlic  empire'  appeared  to  the  rrench  nobi¬ 
lity  a  fuilicierit  realon  lor  cxcludiiig  him, 
and  iiugli  Capet  fecured  the  iavour  ot 
the  clergy  by  rcligniug  tlie  abhiea  which 
had  been  hereditary  in  his  famiiy.  An 
extreme  devotion,  real  or  apparent,  rt- 
coinuiended  him  to  the  people;  and  par- 
licniariy  his  veneration  for  reliqucb. — 
Force  and  addicfs  fecoaded  his  aadhtion, 
and  the  national  aver  lion  to  hio  i  iv.a  ctiiu- 
plelv^d  its  fuccefs.  lie  was  acknowledged 
ia  an  aircinhly  of  the  nobles ;  he  wab  a- 
iioinied  at  Uhtirns  ;  and  he  farther  cjta* 
hi  idled  Ins  throne,  by  ad'oci.iting  hh  Ion 
Robert  in  llic  goveunnent  of  the  kinp;- 
doni,  and  velting  him  v.ith  thede  tnligns 
of  royally,  which  he  prudently  denied 
iilinfelf,  as  what  might  give  umbrage  to 
men  v/ho  were  lately  his  equals. 

Charles,  in  the  mean  time,  entered 
France;  made  himfelf  mafler  of  Laon  by 
aiTanlt,  and  of  Rheims,  by  the  treachcfy 
of  Archb.lhv)p  Arnold,  his  relation.  But 
this  unha[)py  prince  was  afterwards  him- 
feif  betrayed  by  the  Bilhop  of  Laon,  and 
made  prifoncr  for  life. 

“  A  council  was  aiTcmblcd  for  the 
trial  of  Arnold.  He  was  degraded  ;  and 
Gerbert,  a  man  of  learning  and  genius, 
who  had  been  tutor  to  the  Emperor 
Oiho  lil  and  to  the  king’s  fon  Robert, 
was  elected  into  the  Re  of  Kheims.  But 
the  court  of  Rome  not  being  confalted  in 
this  tranfailion,  it  v/as  decLied  void  ; 
Arnold  wa'i  re-efLabliflicd,  and  Gerbert 
dep)ofed.  I'lie  full,  I'.owcver,  remained 
in  prif  ni  till  the  death  of  Hugli  Capet, 
who  was  mure  afraid  of  Arnold’s  in¬ 
trigues  than  tlie  thunder  of  the  Vaiicaii ; 
while  the  fecund,  having  found  an  afylum 
in  the  court  of  his  pup/il  Otho,  bec.xiiie 
Arclibiniop  of  Ravenna,  and  attci  wardo 
Rope,  under  the  name  ol  Sylvclter  Jl. 

“  Koihing  dfe  rcir.ai  liable  happened 
during  the  reign  of  lingh  Capet,  who 
conducted  all  things  wiiu  great  prudeucc 
aiiil  nioderation  ;  and  liad  I  lie  fuigular 
honour  of  eftablifliing  a  new  iannly,  and 
in  fome  meafnre  a  new  furui  (>r  goeein- 
mecit,  with  few  eircnmrtances  of  violence, 
and  without  llicddiug  blorul.  He  died  in 
the  fifev  fwventh  vear  of  ::is  a.rv,  and  live

eighth  of  his  reign,  anil  was  ipiietly  fne- 
cceded  by  his  fon  Rubeit;  a  prij'.cc  of  a 
Icfs  vigiiKMis,  iliough  not  of  a  IcL  ami¬ 
able  chara^Hcr.’'

tlement  of  the  modern  nations,  to  the 
ni'ddlc  of  the  deveiitli  century,  lie  then 
lefamca  the  nan  at  vc  of  the  German  em¬ 
pire,  and  its  dependei'cie^',  Ivomeaiiil  the 
Italian  Hate:;,  under  Con  ade  1 1.  and  hia 
defeenJants  of  the  luniie  of  Franconia  ; 
palling  afterwards  to  Uie  hilloiy  of  ling- 
land,  and  liu-nce  to  th.it  ot  other  Cucn- 
liies,  in  a  chronologic-il  gr.rdation.

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feivcs,  he  was  convinced  they  woulil  foon 
be  obliged,  by  their  own  rulers,  to  return 
to  their  duty ;  and  as  our  honour  and 
our  intcreft  both  required  that  they 
fhould  make  the  firft  overture  of  peace, 
he  wouki  vote  againfl  the  motion  :  he 
confeffed,  however,  that  he  would  be 
glad  the  commiflion  had  been  renewed, 
that  advantage  might  be  taken  of  the  firit 
difpofition  in  the  people  towards  peace. 

Mr  Eden  (one  of  the  late  CommiflTio- 
ncrs)  replied  pretty  fully  to  Mr  Fox,  and 
julbtied  the  conduit  ot  the  Commiffio- 
ners,  Tcrpccling  the  offers  which  they 
made  to  Congrcfji,  in  nearly  the  follow¬ 
ing  words  : 

With  refpeit  to  the  offers,  I  have  on  a 
former  occalion  fubmitted  to  the  Houle 
my  fennments  on  the  caution  to  be  ufed 
in  difcufling  this  fubjeit  ;  for  I  Oill  ho,*e 
and  tr«dV,  hat  the  Colo^ie^^  will  one  day 
be  re-unitca  lo  tbeie  kingdoms  on  terms 
advantageous  ^oih  to  them  and  to  us, 
though  thefe  terms  may  vary  much  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  v^athons  and  feelings  of 
men,  and  the  circiimftances  and  events 
of  war.  I  muO,  however,  take  a  Ihor"  re¬ 
view'  of  the  grounds  widc'h  ihe  late  Com- 
miflloners  dated  k>r  negociation  ;  nor  do 
I  refire  t'>  call  the  attention  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  to  the  particular  fituition  of  (?ur 
affairs  at  the  date  of  our  firft  letter  to  the 
.  rebel  Congrefs,  or  to  the  confideraiions 
^  which  made  it  expedient  to  enter  into 
the  fulleft  fpecification  at  the  firft  open¬ 
ing.  The  fail  is,  that  we  offered, 
1.  “  To  confent  toaceffalion  of  hoftili- 
tles  both  by  fea  and  land.  a.  To  reftore 
free  int^ercourfe,  to  revive  mutual  affec¬ 
tion,  and  renew  the  common  benefits  of 
naturalization  timugh  the  feveral  parts  of 
this  empire.  3.  I'o  agree  that  no  mili¬ 
tary  forces  fhall  be  kept  up  in  the  diffe¬ 
rent  States  of  North  America,  without 
the  confeiit  of  general  Congrefs  or  parti¬ 
cular  Affeml  •  es.”  Thefe  offers,  I  allow, 
were  abfoUitc  and  pofitive.  The  firft  and 
fecond  inuft  of  courfe  have  been  the  beft 
and  immediate  confequences  of  peace, 
and  if  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  iaft>  I 
can  only  fay  that  I  do  not  fee  the  objec¬ 
tion  :  it  implied  in  our  minds,  and  in 
every  man’s  mind,  that  the  King  fhould 
retain  the  fupreme  command  of  the  mili¬ 
tary  force,  whatever  it  might  be,  and  the 
nomination  of  all  the  cflicers.  And  it 
mud  be  for  the  fafety  and  inteveft  of  each 
Colony  to  h^  a  force  adequate  to  its 
own  relative Tituation  in  this  empire. 

We  alfo  offered,  Sir,  i.  To  extend 


every  freedom  of  trade  that  our  re/peSi^g 
inter ffts  can  require.  z.  To  concur  in 
meafures  calculated  to  dilcharge  the 
dtbts  of  America,  and  to  raife  the  credit 
and  value  of  the  paper  circulation.  3.  To 
perpetuate  our  union  by  a  reciprocal  de¬ 
putation  of  an  agent  or  agents  for  the  dif¬ 
ferent  dates,  who  fhall  have  the  privilege 
of  a  feat  and  voice  in  the  Parliament  of 
Great  Britain,  or,  if  fent  from  Britain,  in 
that  cafe  to  have  a  feat  and  voice  in  the 
AflVmblies  of  the  different  dates  which 
may  be  Tent,  in  order  to  attend  the  feueral 
inter  efts  of  thofe  by  <u}hom  they  are  deputed.^* 
Thefe  offers  are  qualified  both  in  their 
expreflion  and  obvious  meaning,  and 
were  matters  for  iiegociation.  The  cx- 
prelfion  at  the  clofe  of  the  fird  of  them 
was  not  infidious;  nor  were  the  p  rfons 
to  whom  we  addreffed  ourfelvcs  likely  to 
be  diiped,  if  had  been  capable  of 
wiftnng  to  dupe  them.  1  cannot  pay  a 
greater  compliment  to  their  abilities, 
than  by  faying  that  I  believe  them  nearly 
as  fkiliul  in  all  the  niceties  of  language 
as  the  honourable  gentleman  who  1  am 
now  endeavouring  tp  anfwer:— And  be- 
fide,  wc  fent  a  copy  of  our  commifTion, 
as  the  full  and  fair  communication  of  our 
powers.  From  the  fecond  of  the  lall- 
mentioned  clafs  of  propofals,  the  hon. 
Gentleman  contends,  that  we  offered  to 
fiihjecd  thefe  kingdoms  to  the  payment 
of  the  Continental  dents;  And  does  he 
really  think  that  “  a  conciirience in  mca- 
furcs  calculated  to  difeharge  debls,’^  im¬ 
plies  that  the  concurring  party  fhall 
charge  himfelf  with  tlnffe  debts  ?  When 
wc  talk  of  “  raifing  the  value  and  credit 
of  the  paper  circulation,”  can  it  be  in¬ 
ferred  that  we  undertake  to  difeharge 
and  annihilate  that  circulation?  Pixt 
there  no  quit-rents,  or  other  royal  and 
rational  claims  of  value  in  America  ?  Is 
there  no  poflible  arrangement,  by  funding 
or  otherwife,  which  might  have  helped 
the  poor  holders  of  all  the  wretched  tralh 
now  circulating  by  the  Congrefs,  and 
have  given  fome  worth  to  what  is  now 
finking  into  nothing? — With  refpeiff  to 
the  laft  article,  I  muft  exprefs  my  afto- 
niihmcnt  that  the  Hon.  Gentleman,  who 
talks  fometimes  with  fuch  fympathy  and 
rapture  of  the  American  fenators,  fhould 
feel  fo  degraded  by  the  idea  of  ever  fit¬ 
ting  in  their  company :  I  lhall  only  fay 
on  this  propofal,  that  I  did  nut  fuggeft 
it,  but  I  very  willingly  adoptM  it ;  it 
was  one  proof  among  others  of  a  fincere 
dirpofition  to  conciliate  ;  it  might  have 
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pkafcd  fome  men  in  that  point  of  view  ; 

I  did  not  think,  however,  that  it  coaid 
produce  any  further  effedt.  But  I  (hould 
not  be  forry,  if  it  were  pradlicable,  to  fee 
a  limited  number  of  Colony  agents  and 
reprefentatives  within  thefc  walls. 

Laftly,  wc  offered  ‘‘  to  eftabllfli  the 
power  of  the  refpedlive  legiflature  in 
each  particular  ftate,  to  fettle  its  reve¬ 
nues,  its  civil  and  military  eftablilhrnents, 
and  to  excrcifc  a  perfedt  freedom  of  le- 
giflation  and  internal  gorernment  ;  fo 
that  the  Bi  itifli  ftates  throughout  North 
America  aSing  <ivith  us  in  peace  and  <ivarf 
under  one  common  Sovereigny  may  have 
the  irrevocable  enjoyment  of  every  pri¬ 
vilege  that  is  fliort  of  a  total  reparation  of 
interefts,  or  confijlent  nvitb  that  uni'jn  of 
vjrce  on  <U)hich  the  fafety  of  our  common  re- 
ligion  and  liberty  depends d* 

So  much  for  the  offers  !^\v{  difcufiing 
the  fuppofrd  menaces,  I  feel  lefs  anxiety 
and  hefitation,  becaufe  I  carry  in  my 
pocket  the  minute  which  I  made  imme¬ 
diately  after  landing  in  England,  when  I 
faw  in  the  public  papers  the  debates 
which  had  palfed  on  this  fubjedt.  The 
matter  was  then  warm  upon  my  mind. 

I  have  not  lately  referred  to  it  ;  but  the 
minute  was  honeftly  written,  and  I  am 
not  afraid  of  reading  it  without  referve. 
It  is  as  follows : — “  Dec.  20.  1778.  My 
late  colleague  appears  to  have  done 
ample  and  honourable  juflice  in  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  to  the  whole  bufi- 
nefs,  and  has  left  littie  or  nothing  to  be 
faid  by  me.  But  if  I  (hould  be  called 
on  with  refpedt  to  that  paragraph  in 
our  Manifefto,  which  has,  I  fee,  been 
reprefented  by  fome  to  menace  a  fyf- 
tem  of  cruelty  unworthy  of  a  great 
people,  and  contrary  to  the  pradtice  of 
civilized  nations,  I  can  truly  fay,  that  I 
thought  it  impoflible  for  fuch  a  repre- 
fentation  to  be  given  any  where  but  in 
the  rebel  Congrefs  :  and  my  aflonifh- 
ment  is  very  real,  on  now  finding,  that 
many  perfons  within  this  king<lom, 
whofe  judgments  and  good  opinions  I 
very  highly  refpedt,  have  feriou  ny  en- 
tertained  ideas  ot  the  paflage  in  qnel- 
tion  lo  very  different  from  the  icntii- 
ments  of  thofe  who  penned  it.  If, 
however,  there  is  any  demerit  ir»  that 
palfjge,  it  will  be  but  fair  to  exculpate 
the  innocent.— The  mcafure  has,  1  fee, 
been  attributed  by  fi)me  debaters  to 
our  Secretary,  and  foppofed  Scotti- 
cifms  are  pointed  out  in  fupportof  that 
idea.  It  will  be  fair  then  to  avow, 
that  it  was  the  work  of  the  priiicipii-. 


*  none  of  whom,  I  believe,  ever  faw  the 

*  northern  fide  of  the  Tweed.  They  had 
‘  in  their  Secretary  an  excellent  alfifiaut 

*  on  r^any  occafions,  and  proiited  much 
‘  by  his  judgment  and  abilities.  But  it 
‘  happened,  that  this  pa»ticular  meafure 

*  involving  in  itfcif  many  feriou^  and 
^  weighty  matters  of  decifiori,  for  which 

*  the  principals  felt  themfelvcs  rcfp<»n- 
‘  fible  to  God  and  to  tluir  country,  they 
‘  wtrejtd  to  adjufi  it  among  themfeives 
‘  in  repeated  dircuITions  ;  and  their  mi- 
‘  nutes  delivered  to  their  Secretary  were 

*  verbatim  what  v/as  altcrwards  piinled# 
“  Having  thus  admitted  fo  very  inti- 

*  mate  a  knowledge  of  the  paper  In  quef- 
‘  tion,  I  ought  at  leaft  to  be  able  to  fay 
‘  what  my  owm  meaning  was.  I  had 

*  been  the  inllrumcnt  on  the. part  of  this 
‘  country  of  making  offers  more  explicit 

*  and  more  liberal  than  any  government 
‘  in  any  inftance  of  hiftnry  ever  made 
^  to  any  of  its  dependencies.  What  h’c 

*  had  laid  amounted  nearly  to  this, — 
We  deCire  yon  to  be  our  brothers  un- 
der  one  father  ;  we  claim  no  preten- 

“  fions  from  our  cldcrfiiip;  we  expeft 
‘‘  no  inequality  ;  we  infift  only  on  having 
“  one  king,  one  friend,  and  one  enemy, 

“  a  free  union  of  force  and  fricndfliip.’' 

“  What  then  was  their  anfwer?  “  We 
“  will  have  a  total  and  eternal  reparation 
from  you  ;  we  have  attached  ourfelves 
“  to  your  inveterate  enemy  ;  to  that  at- 
“  tachment  we  will  adheic.**  What 
‘  then  was  our  natural  and  obvious  rc- 
‘  ply?  If  you  will  be  confidered  as 
“  Frenchmen,  you  muft  and  ought  to  be 
“  confidered  as  Frenchmen  who  are  at 
“  war  wdth  us  :  the  contefi  is  changed  : 
“  v\e  have  hitherto  rr.?rched  through 
“  your  country,  in  the  daily  expectation 
“  of  fitting  once  more  with  you  under 
“  the  fame  vine.  We  marched  without 
raifing  contributions,  without  deftroy- 
ing  your  docks  or  ttorelumfes,  without 
difmantling  your  armed  towns  ;  we 
quitted  Bolhm  without  injury  ;  we 
evacuated  Philadelphia,  and  left  large 
“  ftores  behind  us;  — we  have  hitherto 
treated  you  as  children,  or  friends 
under  a  temporary  reparation ;  we 
“  muft  new  treat  you  as  you  chufe  to 
“  be  treated,  as  ftrangeri  to  our  blood, 
“  profeiTing  enmity  to  us.  P^ecolleCt 
‘‘  taeii  that  you  are  calling  upon  your- 
“  felves,  and  th<ffe  'ou  pretend  to  re- 
“  prefent,  all  tliufe  ft-verities  which  the 
“  laws  and  ufin^es  of  war  among  civili- 
“  zed  nations  will  warrant  and  juftii'y.** 
A  (liort  recolkCtion  of  thefe  law^ 
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and  iifages  of  war,  applied  to  the  paft 

*  condiivil  of  our  aimies,  is,  indeed,  a 
‘  inoft  fufScient  defence  of  tlic  paracM  aph 
‘  in  queftion.  Nothing,  in  my  ojffnion, 

*  ib  more  clear  than  that  the  exertions 
^  made  by  this  country,  previous  to  the 
‘  year .17 78,  have  been  amply  adequate 
‘  to  the  reduction  ot  the  rebellion  ;  and 
‘  furely  the  lenity  to  which  that  para- 

*  graph  alludes,  tbougli  not  the  chief 

*  caiife,  is  iltc  inofl  credible  caufe  of  our 

*  failure  ;  that  caufc  is  fiircly  the  moll 
‘  flattering  both  to  this  country,  and  to 

*  the  late  commanders,  and  to  thofe  who 

‘  inrrufted  them. - In  plain  Englifli,  if 

‘  this  v\ar  is  to  be  prorecuted,'and  that 
‘  it  mud  be  fo  is  a  matter,  not  merely  of 

*  expedience  or  juftice,  but  of  necelhty, 

*  it  mull  be* followed  in  a  very  diftlrent 

*  fyftem.  Not  with  a  wanton  inhuma- 

*  nity,  unauthorized  by  the  cuftom  of 

*  civilized  nations,  but  with  thefe  feveri- 
‘  ties  which  arc  ufually  exercifed  in  our 
^  days  by  one  foreign  nation  at  war  with 
‘  another,  and  which,  horrible  and  cala- 

*  mitous  as  they  appear  in  fanciful  de- 

*  feriptions  and  declamations,  are,  in  a 
‘  moral  fenfe,  not  more  fo  than  the  coin- 

*  mon  ufe  of  the  nuilket,  againft  which 
‘  lefs  is  laid,  beraufc  we  are  more  laini- 

‘  liarizvd  to  it.’’ 

1  lhall  detain  the  Iloufe  no  longer  than 
to  add,  that,  for  every  part  of  my  conduct 
in  America,  1  know  I  am,  aiui  ought  to 
be  accouniahle  to  n»y  country.  Hut  when 
I  conhdtr  the  leading  adirtance  which  1 
bad  from  my  colleagues,  and  the  motives 
under  which  we  all  .n^ted,  1  dread  neither 
the  trial  of  my  contcinporaiicb,  nor  the 
judgment  of  polleriiy. 

Lord  George  Germaine  jnflifitd  the 
mcalures  he  had  take?:,  and  proved  the 
conhllency  ol  his  Utters.  lie  dtebneJ 
his  averiion  to  treat  with  the  Corigici’s, 
but  his  heaity  defne  to  treat  with  the 
Provinces  feparatcly,  or  any  body  the 
Americans  ;  he  feemed  to  have  no  doubt 
of  -i  luccefsUfl  end  of  the  war.  He  af- 
fuied  the  Houfe  he  had  received  authen¬ 
tic  inforinatio  )  that  the  number  of  Pro¬ 
vincials  now  in  onr  fervice  was  equal  to 
the  army  under  General  Walhington  : 
ibb,  that  no  lefs  than  7000  American 
tailors  are  employed  in  privateers  fitted 
<»ut  by  the  loyrd  Americans  to  cruize  a- 
gaintt  tile  enemies  of  this  country.  Under 
ihefc  favom  ahle  circumllances,  was  he  to 
offer  the  Cong  refs  independence,  or 
withdraw  the  King’s  forces,  tlie  Fitr.ch 
might  poiTibly  eftablilh  it  lor  them.  He 
kficw  irom  the  belt  intelligence  that  the 


Gongrefi  were  divided  into  parties  ;  and, 
if  it  was  u'A  for  tkc  fear  they  Hood  in  of 
Walliingtonhs  army,  a  part  of  that  Cor., 
grefs  would  ofter  terms  to  Great  Britain, 
Whenever  they  did  they  Ihould  be  chear- 
fully  received,  and  gentlemen  miglit  o,*. 
member,  that  Government  has  the  power 
by  the  prohibitory  adt  to  nominate  or.c 
01  m.orc  CommilFioncrs  to  grant  pardmis, 
and  to  re.eive  any  bodies  of  Americanb 
or  individuals  into  the  King’s  protedtion; 
theicfine  there  could  be  ho  iieceirity  Ui 
the  add.eU. 

Mr  Burke  ran  through  all  the  Iran  fac¬ 
tions  of  the  American  war,  and  the  hn- 
miliaiiiig  changes  of  opinion  and  conduit 
the  Miniftry  had  exhibited  to  the  llouU, 
He  laid,  that  if  the  conceflior.s  made  af- 
terwaids  bad  been  made  before  the 
rrench  treaty,  peace  would  have  been 
long  fince  concluded  ;  and  he  blamed  the 
Minillcr  for  adjourning  the  Pavliamcnt 
for  the  Chrillmas  rccefs  at  the  very  time 
he  knew  from  Lord  Stormont  that  the 
treaty  was  on  ttie  point  of  being  conclud¬ 
ed.  In  a  word,  he  pronounced  this  conn- 
try  to  be  irrecoverably  loft,  if  we  Ihould 
be  a  fecond  time  too  late,  for  which  rta- 
foii  he  Iho'uld  vote  for  his  f  riend’s  addrefs. 

The  Lord  Advocate  for  Scotland  thank¬ 
ed  iiim  for  his  tine  fpeech,  and  then  flatly 
told  liirn  it  was  very  little  to  tlie  puipoft; 
it  might  be  amuling,  but  it  went  quite 
away  Iron  the  quellion  before  the  Houfe, 
He  then  took  up  the  ground  of  the  ad* 
drcls,  and  ubferved,  that  it  only  meant 
to  ellablilh  fails  already  w’cll  known  ;  it 
W'as  acknowledged  that  the  exertions  of 
this  couiuiy  had  been  amazing,  and  that 
they  had  failed  of  fnccefs  :  He  Ihould 
not  enter  into  the  caufe ;  but  was  Great- 
Britain  now,  when  the  fcalcvS  w’ere  turning 
in  her  tavoiir,  lamely  to  fubmit  to  oiler 
the  terms  that  Congrtfs  had  with  difdaiii 
relufed  ?  He  thought  it  madntfs  to  de- 
lire  this  ;  and  as  to  repealing  the  prohibi¬ 
tory  ait,  he  ^vas  totally  againft  it,  as  being 
the  only  coercive  nieafure  not  lo  be  corn¬ 
’d  lined  ot  as  languinary  or  ctucl.  He  in¬ 
fill  ea  on  if.  that  the  Miniftry  had  tiicJ 
every  honourable  meihod  to  negi-ciau  ^ 
peace  ;  but  that  we  ought  lo  go  on  with 
ip’rit,  and  be  red  need  to  the  lalt  lefouvrc 
before  wc  lubmitted  to  acknowlcrlge  the 
independency  ul  Aineiica,  or  lo  will.* 
draw  our  Troops,  and  leave  the  loyal  pait 
•ol  t!)e  inhabitants  to  the  mercy  of  the  re¬ 
bels  and  the  French. 

At  I  i*o’clb‘^k  the  queftion  was  put,  arc 
lltc  motion  Tiegaiivcd  without  a  dlvific'. 
to  Gorrefpendenti  defc:\cd»X 
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
